S (44) LOUIKA: Almost certainly an error by MOSCQN for MNUEE 
(MUZA]. In No. 99 of 27th August 1940 LONDON asked for 
MUSE's radio schedule for several sonths and for cipher 
instructions; this message is on an appropriats date to be 
NOSCOW's reply. Yurthermore, paragraph 3 of TAMDON"s No. 
967 of 6th September 1940 (the day after the -preyent mess- 
age was repeated) acknowledges receipt by MUSE “yeoterday* 
of a }0<group sesmage: the presefit message is 30 ofpher 
groups long, ‘The error can be explained by the similarity 
between MUZA and LUIZA im Gyrillis longhand.
